From the survey that he has 
so far made Dr. Thom.is CNpressed 
the opinion that Canadas nauiral 
rcMiiirccs can certainl.v support a 
greater population, and he looks lor 
considerable expansion In this re- 
spect after tlic war is over. How- 
ever, he explained, it was not suf- 
ficient only to have more people, 
but there must be additional capi- 
U\) 10 develop and utilize these re- 
sources and the revival of the 
movement of international finance 
is an important factor in this re- 
spect. 

Dr. Thomas was born in Wales 34 
ytfars ago. and obtained his early 
educauion a; the University College 
of Wales, from which he took his 
M.A. degree. Later he took poit- 
graduate work at the London School 
of Economics, and there earned his 
Ph.D. in 1931. In the same year ha 
was appointed assistant lecturer at 
the latter college, and in 1934 was 
elevated to the pest of lecturer. 



During his stay at^ Uie School he 
worked, with Prof. Robbins and 
Prof, Bowley. both prominent Brit- 
ish economists. 

In 19.13 Dr. Thomas spent almost 
a year in Berlin studying the fin 
ancial conditions In Germany, and 
he was there during the first few 
months of thç.Nail seizure of pow- 
er. Following ItJs return- to England 
he was awarded a Travelling Fel 
lowship. and v\nil to Sweden to 
.Mud.v ihe fiii.iiui.Tl ieco\er.v pi-o- 
Riam of that counlrj. Again in 103» 
Or. Thomas was .further honoured 
when he was awarded the Lever 
hulmc Research Fellowship, which 
permitted him a year's leave from 
his post at the London School of 
Economics to be devoted to wrilin 
a book. Dr. Thomas planned to 
write pf the subject. "Migration of 
Population in the British Common 
w eallh," but the present war forced 
him to postpone his work. It was 
while he was in the Dominion gath 
ering material for his book that war 
was declared, and he was sent to 
the British Embassy at Washington, 
and was appointed lo the post of 
Economic Advisor to the British 
Library of Information in New 
York City. 

In addition to his lecturing and 
research work Dr Thomas has 
published considerable in regard to 
financial affairs. Among his more 
important works are a contribution 
(o the book "Unbalanced Budgets,' 
for which he wrote Part II, dealing 
with Germany, and in 1936 he pub 
lished "Monetary Policy and Crises,' 
which was a study of Swedish fin- 
ancial experience.

It i.* » «orU of tender romanti- 
cism; tuneful, elegantly pliraKd. buoyant. The 
symphony is played without patiae between 
the movements with a view to creating unity 
of mood. Thai this impression of wholeness 
was not completely co>in ■.nciiis on Tuesday, 
;s in no way due to De(;uiv\ vfAdms Per- 
hsps anfliencc-i m hearins this work are as 
optimistically expectant as was Schumann 
himself. 

But the work, a great .symphony judged by 
conventional standaixis. falls sliort if we ap- 
proach :( expecting rfvohitionary innovations 
—for Schumann ii not the vigorous thinker 
that was Beethoven. We submit, and risk be- 
ing labelled as a heretic, that the .symphony 
would be far more satisfying if played with 
the customary breaks between movements. 

The interpretation wa.-^ extimsitrly con- 
ceived. Mr. Dcfauw s kn.^ck of .<oiiinK forth a 
theme with re.silency being highly appropri- 
ate to* the spirit of the symphony.

T.-.f ;c«;.;rf of the program consisted in. 
w hs; v e .^re told, was the first performance 
by a l,v.-.'. .orchestra ot Stravinsky's •Tire Bird 
Suite.' From the prolonged applause that 
greeted the inspired plajing, it was evident 
that a large p.iri of the audience was familiar

The "Fire Bird " was Stravinsky's first suc- 
cess.

ArU Debating fleclaty 

The second debate in the Arts de 
bating series will be held on Wed- 
nesday, November 13, 1040, not oti 
Thursday, Novencber 14, as was pre- 
viously announced.

Every Freshman takes his Vita- 
min A test in Room 121, Arts Build- 
ing. He looks Into a little black box, 
a switch is turned and his eyes are 
blinded with the glare of white 
light. The operator turns off the 
switch and the Freshman's eyes go 
through contortions adjusting them' 
selves to the new intensity. The 
time taken' to make this adjustment 
indicates whether the Freshman is 
deficient in Vitamin A. 

Vitamin A Is a very important 
substance. Every Freshman should 
have some. In fsct, everyone should 
have some. Dr. L. B. Pett, the 
brains behind this Vitamin A busi' 
ness, told me that deficiency may 
cause such unpleasant things as low 
reaistance, dry skin, common colds 
night blindness, eye-strain, eczema 
bad teeth, gingivitis or pyorrhoea. 
We didn't know what gingivitis 
was, so we asked. It Is a sore 
mouth. 

Curiously, Vitamin A deficiency 
may cause automobile accidents 
One Freshman's eyes took 49 sec- 
onds to recover from the glare of 
the tester. Dr. Pett calculates that 
had he been driving a car some fine 
night, and had he been blinded by 
the headlights of another automo- 
bile, the poor Freshman would have 
driven .over fotur hundred yards 
without being able to see where he 
was going. A lot can happen in four 
hundred yards. 

We questioned him about this 
year's new class. 

"Well, when we opened shop the 
first morning the first customer to 
walk in was an Airedale dog. We 
didn't get il confused with a Fresh- 
man, however. Seriously, though, I 
find this season's Freshman class is 
the worst yet, regarding Vitamin A 
deficiency. Over 25 per cent, of 
them are deficient, and 23 per cent, 
are seriously deficient. The worst 
was that chap who took 40 seconds 
to adjust his vision. I tested the 
summer school earlier in the season. 
Thirty per cent, lacked Vitamin A, 
an average percentage. Taking into 
account that deficiency increases 
with the coming of autumn, this 
year's Freshman class still has the 
greatest lack of Vitamin A of any 
group that I have tested." 

Freshmen are going to have damp 
handkerchiefs from dripping notes 
this winter. It they take care of 
themselves, eat good food, and take 
cod liver oil they may stand a 
chance of avoiding colds. 

Dr. Pelt is gaining no little fame 
by his Vitamin A testing gadget. 
The United States Government is 
using one in the Philippine Islands 
to test sailors for night blindness. 
The University of Maine, like the 
University of Alberta, has tested.all 
its Freshman class. Another mach- 
ine is in use at Toronto, and Or. 
Pett has offered the Department of 
National Defence his invention if it 
will be of service. 

"And this is all your own inven- 
tion?" 

"Yes,*; breathed Or. Pett. 
Dr. Pett has three efficient assist- 
ants, Mr. LePage. Mr. Nelson and 
Mrs. Waaiep.. One of them said:
